APPROVAL IN RUSSIA. 


Petrograd, Jan. 24.—President »Wil- 
son's speech in the senate was re- 
ceived with tfie warmest approval xnd 
sympathy in government circles. The 
came cordial feeling was shown in 
the press and public leaders, with few 
dissenting voices.

are slow in expressing an opinion of 
President Wilson's speech, the text of 
which was received shortly before go- 
ing to press. 
The afternoon papers 
refrain from any comment, even the 
headlines being non-committal, 
and 
the stock market, which usually is the 
most responsive barometer of popu- 
lar sentiment, seemed to be unaffect- 
ed. 
Nevertheless the speech occupied 
a lai'ge part of the restricted columns 
of the press and is regarded as the 
news of the day. 


Indianapolis, .Ian. 24.—Bid» will be 
introduced in the house and senate 
today for 'ui investigation of the ac-

transactions of the Indi- 
ruiuii ia-Pacific exposition com- 
miyaion, iippointed under an act.of the 
IcgisUiUire in 1913. 


The bill, as it will be presented to 
tiie house, provides in substance that 
the legislature shall instruct the chair- 
man of the state board of accounts to 
maive a careful and complete audit 
of all of the bills and 
expenditures 
made by tlie commission. 


It provides further that the state 
board of accounts shall file its reports 
as soon as possible with the governor 
and the legislature. 
If the bill passes 
the investigation will be inaugurated 
within the next few days. 


The 1913 legislature passed a law 
appropriating $125,000 for the use of 
the commission in erecting a suitable 
building at San Francisco for the fair 
and in providing a suitable exhibit for 
the state. 
The bill also provided that 
the appropriation should pay the ex- 
penses of the membei-s of the com- 
mission. 
The Indiana exhibit was re- 
garded as one of the best at the expo- 
sition, though

states.

democrats;

O'Neill, of Mishawaka, then lieutenant 
governor; former Senators Evan B.

crats. 
Wood was a member of the 
senate when appointed on the com- 
mission. 


O'Neill was chairman of the com- 
mission and was practically in charge 
of its operations from start to finish.

ago. It returned to .the state treasury 
about 
$12,000 which had not 
been 
spent, with an accounting.

Physician Realized End Was 
Near and Made His Will 
on Sunday.

Noble, Lagi-ange and Steuben counties, 
died late last night at the Methodist 
hospital here from double pneumonia.

Senator Green first became ill Avhile 
at the senate session last Friday, but 
it was not until Saturday morning that 
he went to the hospital. 
He first be- 
lieved that he was a victim of lagrippe, 
but when he reached the hospital he 
diagnosed his case as pneumonia and 
directed that a physician be summoned. 
He was quite ill from the start, though 
his condition was regarded a* satis- 
factory until Monday evening 
when 
the illness extended. 
With douole lo- 
bar pneumonia his flight for life wa« 
made difficult. 


Assists Attending Physician. 


Being 
a 
physician 
of 
thirty-five 
years' practice. Senator Green oiTered 
suggestions to his attending physicians 
and to his nurse as to what should be 
done to help combat the dread disease 
which was fastening its hold on him. 
He told his physician early that his 
heart probably would weaken and that 
this would make his recovery difficult. 
When his heart did weaken and was 
unable to care for the rush of blood 
his suggestion that a pint of blood be 
taken from his veins was followed. 
This treatmeAt, followed in rare cases, 
gave him temporary relief. 


The fact that two of his brothers 
died from pneumonia, one seven and 
the other ten years ago, had caused 
Senator Green to have a fear of the 
disease, though when attacked he told 
those about him that he would put up 
his best fight to overcome it. 


Many persons telephoned to the hos- 
pital yesterday to inquire about the 
senator's condition, but visitors to his 
bedside were limited to his wife and 
son. A daughter. Miss Sara.h J. Green, 
of Albion, and a second son, William 
H. Green, of Garrett, Ind., were noti- 
fied yesterday of their father's critical 
condition, but they were unable 
to 
come here. 


Made WUI Sunday. 


That Senator Green realized from 
the start that his condition was proble- 
matical was indicated by the fact that 
he made his will at the hospital last 
Sunday. 
He summoned Senator Wil- 
lard B. Gemmill, of Marion, to draw 
the instrument. 


Senator Green's death gives control 
of the state senate, temporarily 
at 
least, to the democrats, who now have 
25 votes to 24 for the republicans. The 
place will be filled by a special election,

George Roos-Keppel, 
chief 
commis- 
sioner for the Northwest Frontier Pro- 
vince, they are keeping open the Pei- 
war Kotal and 
Khyber 
passes, 
the 
gateways into Afghanistan, and 
are 
preventing the tribesmen of the in- 
tervening territory from carrying into 
British India a warfare which might 
have a strong bearing on the situation 
as a whole. 


When the war broke out there was 
considerable uneasiness among Brit- 
ish officials regarding the thousands 
of 
independent 
tribesmen, 
who 
are 
ever ready to make trouble, and who, 
if they should succeed in burying their 
tribal feuds and unite would present 
a serious menace. 
Numbers of Ger- 
man and Turkish emissaries had made 
their way into this Independent region 
and had been busy trying to stir up 
the mountaineers tu war, playing on 
the religious fanaticism of the latter. 
To a certain extent they were 
suc- 
cessful. for they created more or less 
unrest and aroused hopes of conquest 
which held dangeVous 'potentialities. 


At this critical juncture Sir George 
Roos-Keppel, who was then on pro- 
tracted leave of absence in Snerland. 
returned to take charge of his pro- 
vince, which forms the buffer between 
the tribesmen and the rest of British 
India. 
As the result of the m e s u r e s 
which he instituted the situation is 
said to have been got thoroughly in 
hand, and while tlie habitual 
fighting 
still continues there is no longer any 
fear of serious trouble. 


The handling of the tribesmen Is 
largely a matter of personal 
influ- 
ence and Sir George is credited in of- 
ficial circles 
with 
being 
extraordi- 
narily successful. 
One thing that un- 
doubtedly has contributed, to his. sue-; 
cess is the fact tliat hé. is ^a typical 
leader of men; tail, broad shouldered, 
keen eyed, quick of mind and. with 
a particularly strong pejrsonallty—^the

respects.

Regardless of the cost and the 
inconvenience, the ymust Jind the source of trouble and remedy the 
cojiditions there. The health of the city is at stake.

So Has Every Other Govern- 
ment on Earth, Says 
Russell. 


(By Charles Edward Russell.) 


Washington, 
D. C., Jan. 
24.—My 
idea of a good racy indoor sport is 
a committee that goes solemnly about 
looking for a news leak. 


It doesn't find anything, but it af- 
fords no end of amusement to the 
spectator, and pure, innocent amjise- 
nient is what the world most pants 
for these days. 


Leaks, whj-, they 
ai-e 
commoner 
than green onions! 
There isn't a ship 
of state afloat that hasn't had them 
until it looked like a sieve, and nobody 
has ever been able to tell where they 
come from or to caulk them so they 
would stay caulked. 


A few months ago another senate 
committee of the same kind was ap- 
pointed to make the same inquiry. 


The first committee didn't discover, 
and neither did the last nor all the 
other like committees in between, and 
yet the news of executive sessions con- 
tinued to "leak" just the same and 
does yet. 


There isn't a new president's cabinet 
that isn't perfectly well known in Wall 
street as fast as it is selected, no mat- 
ter what pains may be taken to keep 
everything dark. 
Three 
weeks 
be- 
fore Mr. Wilson took office Wall street 
learned Avhom he had picked for the 
treasury and, not liking the choice, 
was depressed. 
A few days later the 
first selection fell through, 
another 
was made that was more satisfactory, 
and up went the market like a bal- 
loon. 


In spite of every attempt to main- 
tain the strictest secrecy the essen- 
tials of every president's message are 
perfectly well known before it is de- 
livered. 
In the latter part of 1904 
some rumor monger started a story 
in Wall street that President Roose- 
velt's forthcoming message 
was 
to 
deal a hea\'y blow at trusts. 
To kuow 
exactly what it would say became a 
matter of vital importance. 
Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had his message tight- 
ly locked up in his desk, but before 
it was delivered Wall street knew its 
essentials just the same. 


A historical "leak" at the census 
bureau a few yeai-s ago isn't likely 
soon to be forgotten in Washington. 
It was advance information about the 
government's crop oulletin. 
Some- 
body got hold of that and played the 
markets, resulting in a horrible scan- 
dal and an indictment. 
As a result, 
the 
government's 
crop 
reports 
are 
now prepared in secret and in sections. 
On the day when they are put together 
nobody is allowed to enter or leave 
the bureau, and the telephone wirs are 
cut off. 
When the totals are added 
in. the %vhole thing 
is placed on a 
table, at a given signal the newspaper 
men are admitted at once and they 
rush away with copies to be hung on 
the wires. 


One of the most famous "leaks" oc- 


curred in Cleveland's second admin- 
istration and revealed the fact that 
government circles knew in advance 
about the Hawaiian 
revolution 
and 
that the sugar trust had a hand in it. 


Sometime^» 
thougTi 
not 
often, 
the bureau, and the telephone wires are 
as a continuous business proposition, 
"leaks" have seemfed to be organized 
For a long time a great New York bank 
had a desk and a representative in the 
treasury 
department 
to 
scoop 
up 
"leaks" concerning banks and bankers 
and other inside information. 
It ob- 
jected vehemently when a new admin- 
istration threw its trough 
into 
the 
street. 


In 1895 and 1896 "leaks" from the 
treasury 
department 
gave two 
big 
financial 
houses in New York inside 
information about coming bond issues 
on which they were supposed to have 
made millions. 
There was a 
loud 
howl about this, but no 
investiga- 
tion. 


When Uncle Jerry Kasx was secre- 
tary of agriculture, he used to sit out 
on old newspaper row in Wasiiington 
and tell the correspondents everything 
that happened at cabinet 
meetings. 
This caused intense annoyance to the 
administration but nobody quite dared 
to call Uncle Jerry down for it and 
for some time the newspapers had 
spicy and complete reports of every 
cabinet 
session 
until 
the 
president 
found means to choke off a cracking 
good reporter. 
i Other nations have plenty of trouble 
with leaks. 
While the Boer war was 
on the alleged manipulation of war 
news by eminent gentlemen on the 
inside, some of them very eminent, 
made a scandal in England that made 
things 
totter. 
Somebody 
always 
seemed to be able to get the big news 
in advance and 
play the market in 
time to make a killing.

place and a revolver in their pocket. 
Then you can fetch the devil from his 
own house." 


Member of Moewe's Crew. 


Badewitz is a married man and his 
family lives at KieL 
He was a mem- 
ber of the famous Moewe's crew and 
on that raider's voyage took a captured 
ship into TenerifFc with prisoners aboard 
and sunk it despite the port's protec- 
tion, thus preventing the ship being of 
use to Germany's eneniiei.

Last ''Aloha" May Soon Be Sqng 


for Famous Queen of Hawaiians 


Liliuokalani, ^ o Was Last 
Crowned Head of Pacifiq 
Islands, Suffering from 
What May Be Final Ill- 
ness. 


Honolulu, Jan. 24.—Queen Liliuo- 
kalani, former ruler of Hawaii and the 
last crowned head In the house of the 
Kamehamehas, Is surfering from a 
serious illness in her home here. 


She is now past 78 years and seems 
to be sinking under the infirmities of 
ag-e. 


Liliuokalani was born in Honolulu 
on Sept. 2, 1838. Her life has been 
marked with many triumphs and many 
disappointments. 
Destiny forced hei- 
to ascend the throne of the Hawaiians 
and later compelled her to endure the 
loss of her royal rank and witness the 
occupation of her.country by people of 


She became queen when her brother, 
King Kalakaua, dropped dead in a 
San Francisco hotel in 1891. In that 
same 
year her American 
husband, 
John 
Owen 
Dominis, 
governor of 
Oahu, died. She began her reign with 
all the pomp and regal ceremony cfue 
a royal person of Kamehameha.

She fought fiercely to hold Hawaii for 
Hawaiians but her fight was futile. Her 
abdication was forced in 1893 and the 
Islands declared a republic. From then 
on and during the administration of 
President Cleveland she tried to regain 
the crown. 
She submitted when the 
United States annexed the islands in 
1898. 


After the republic advocates had 
won their victory, Liliuokalani was 
placed in the .prison room of the lolani 
palace. 
With the threat of execution 
upon her she wrote the famous Ha- 
waiian song, "Aloha Oe," or "Farewell 
to You," now sung throughout the 
United States as one of the most beau- 
tiful of the quaint Hawaiian melodie.s. 


She was later freed and a sentence 
of five years In prison and a fine of 
$5,000 was never carried out. 


After she realized that her campaign 
to regain the crown was useless, she 
began her life work of good among 
her 
people and particularly among, 
school children. 
She also took up 
writing, composing many of the Ha- 
waiian folk songs and melodies that 
are now having their time of general 
popularity. 
She 
wrote 
"Hawaii's 
Story," in which 
she recounts the 
various incidents of her life. 


At one time with her entourage she 


Qneen Liliuokalani. 


•visited the home of Pele, goddess of 
fire, in the famou.s volcano, Kilauea. 
According to legend, 
her relative, 
Queen Kapiolani, gathered sacred ber- 
ries on the mountain and threw them 
into the fiery crater as she sang Chris- 
tian hymns, thereby forever breaking 
the spell of Pele over the Hawaiian 
people. 


During the 80's she made a tour of 
the world, visiting the prominent cities 
of the United States and Europe and 
attending "Victoria's Golden Jubilee in 
London. 
Her last ti-ip to the United 
States was in 1910 when she went to 
Washington 
to prosecute 
monetary 
claims agalns the government. 


Of recent years she has retired to 


her beautiful home here surrounded 
by a few chosen friends. 
Even in her 
retirement from public life she has 
continued, in a limited way, the pomp 
and ceremony of the days when she 
was queen. 
Until her present illness 
forced her to her bed she drove in an 
open carriage at times In the streets 
here.

Michigan Report Good Ar- 
gument for Allen Coun- 
ty as Well. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 24.—The county 
jails of Michigan are full of cases of 
tuberculosis, according to the figures 
given by the tubei'culosis survey ex- 
perts who have just finished tabulat- 
ing 
figures 
compiled from their in- 
spection of ten county jails. 


In the ten jails they found that 27.6 
of the inmates either have the disease 
in a positive or suspicious form. Not 
a single one of these cases had been 
reported by anybody 
to the state 
board of health as is required by the 
state laws, nor did any of those af- 
flicted 
know they had the disease or 
were even suspicious of It. 


The inspection of the ten jails took 
in 152 inmates, 
all of 
whom were 
thoroughly examined. 
Of this num- 
ber eighteen were found to have the 
disease so decidedly that they were 
classed as "positive" cases; 
twenty- 
four were listed as "suspicious" cases, 
nine as "arrested" cases, while the 
diagnosis of 101 cases was decidedly 
"negative."

Dr. William De Klelne, 
the head of the survey, said: 


"The average county jail inmate is 
not characterized by high intelligence. 
The hard-working laboring man, the 
professional man, the business man 
and people of that class seldom land 
In the county jaiJ. 


"The first and obvious duty of each 
county, in view of the large number 
of cases discovered in the county Jails, 
is to make its jail building absolutely 
safe so that the spread of the disease 
is not encouraged there. 


"A more general, but na less im- 
portant conclusion to be drawn is 
that it is high time for the people of 
the state, in mere self-protection, to 
take active measures against tuber- 
culosis among all classes of people. 
Only by reaching out to all classes 
can we hope to curb the disease ef- 
fectively. The vagrants and transients 
that populate the county jails this 
month will be out among us next 
month. 
They are Just the kind who 
ai-e not likely to take pains to protect 
others against themselves. 
Who ever 
heard of a "vag" going to much trou- 
ble to use a sputum cup."

Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—Demo- 


crats of both branches of congress will 
hold seperate caucuses tomorrow night 
—the senate to consider its steering 
committee's tentative draft of a legis- 
lative program for the remainder of 
the session, and the house to act on the 
new administration revenue bill. 


The steering committee will recom- 


ment that action be taken on these leg- 
islative proposals: Railroad labor re- 
striction, corrupt practices, authoriza- 
tion for collective foreign selling agen- 
cies, mineral land conservation, flood 
control and a few other general meas- 
ures. This program is sure to meet 
with opposition in caucus and may; be 
altered. The two of the proposals, la- 
bor and corrupt practices legislation, 
may fail of enactment, it is feared. Tho 
railroad legislation was to be consid- 
ei-ed today by the senate commerce 
committee. The revenue bill, framed 
by a sub-committee of the house ways 
and means committee and approved by 
tho majority members, provides, among 
other things, for $331,000,000 in bond 
issues to meet the needs of the army 
and navy, for raising of about $220,- 
000,000 by an eight per cent tax on ex- 
cess profit of corporations and an In- 
crease in inheritance taxes to raise 
$22,000,000. 
Authority to issue cer- 


tificates of indebtedness up to $300,- 
000,000 and to Increase the income tax 
if necessary In vested in tho secretary 
of the treasue>«- 


Today's War News 


Given in Summary 


Apparently the Bulgarians were 


not able to hold the ground on the 
north side ot the southern estuary 
of the Danube, north of Tultch*, in 
Dobrudjtt, occupation of which was 
announced In yesterday's German 
army hcudquartei» report. Today's 
statement, while somewhat amhlg- 
nons, apparently Indicates ft with- 
drawn! of the Bulgarians to their 
former position on the southern 
side of the estuary. This move- 
ment is the only important one 
that has occurred in the Rumanian 
campaign, so far as shown by the 
Berlin report. 


Extreme cold weather is Inter- 


fering with operations in the Mol- 
davian regions and there have 
been only skirmishes and artillery 
engagements along that front. At- 
tention again is turned to the Riga 
region on the northern end of the 
Russian front, where a renewal of 
the fighting is reported by Berlin. 


On the Franco-Belgian front the 


pronounced activity of raiding de- 
tachments is being continued. The 
French report mentions successful 
raids by French troops near Chilly, 
south of tho Somme, and patrol 
operations in the Woevre district. 
Berlin reports numerous air en- 
gagements in which the entente 
lost a total of six airplanes. Three 
German machines were brought 
down on the French front, Paris 
announces.

Senator Green first became ill while 


at the senate session last Friday, but 
it was not until Saturday morning that 
he went to the hospital. 
He first be- 


lieved that he was a victim of lagrippe. 
but when he reached the hospital he 
diagnosed his case as pneumonia and 
directed that a physician be summoned. 
He was quite ill from the start, though 
his condition was regarded at satis- 
factory until Monday evening «-hen 
the illness extended. With douole lo- 
bar pneumonia his fight for life was 
made difficult 


Assists Attending Physician. 


Being a. physician of thirty-five 


years' practice. Senator Green offered 
suggestions to his attending physicians 
and to his nurse as to what Should be 
done to help combat the dread disease 
which was fastening: its hold on him. 
He told his physician early that his 
heart probably would weaken and that 
this would make his recovery difficult. 
When his heart did weaken and was 
unable to care for the rush of blood 
his suggestion that a pint of 'blood be 
taken from his veins was followed. 
This treatment, followed In rare cases, 
gave him teinpurary relief. 


Tho fact that two of his brothers 


died from pneumonia, one seven anil 
the other ten years ago, had caused 
Senator Green to have a fear of the 
disease, though when attacked he told 
those about him that he would put up 
his best fight to overcome it. 


Many persons telephoned to the hos- 


pital yesterday to inquire about the 
senator's condition, but visitors to his 
bedside were limited to his wife and 
son. A daughter. Miss Sarah J. Green, 
of Albion, and a second son, William 
H. Green, of Garrett, Ind., were noti- 
fied yesterday of their father's critical 
condition, but they were unable to 
come here. 


Made Will Sunday. 


That Senator Green realized from 


the start that his condition was proble- 
matical was indicated by the fact that 
he made his will at the hospital last 
Sunday. He summoned Senator Wil- 
lard B. Gemmill, of Marlon, to draw 
the instrument. 


Senator Green's death gives control 


of tho state senate, temporarily at 
least, to the democrats, who now have 
25 votes to 24 for the republicans. The 
place will be filled by a special election, 
and the size of Senator Green's ma- 
jority In each of the three counties of 
his district seems to assure the re- 
election of a republican to succeed him. 


This was Senator Green's first ses- 


sion as a member of the state legis- 
lature, having been elected senator on 
the republican ticket from Noble, La- 
grange and tSouben counties last fall 
by a plurality of 2,00^ votes.

that end in view, the future state sen- 
ator took a course in chemistry at 
Purdue university and later was grad- 
uated from Rush Medical college at 
Chicago, with honors, in 1878. He 
opened an office at Brintield, Noble 
county, and has spent practically the 
remainder of his life in that county, 
going to Albion, tho county seat, in 
1883. 


Senator Green was a member of the 


Noble County and Indiana State Med- 
ical associations and took a leading 
part in the meetings of both organiza- 
tions. 
During the administration of 


President Benjamin 
Harrison 
Dr. 


Green served 
on the United States 


board of pension examiners. He was 
also secretary of the Noble county 
board of health for one term. He was 
a royal arch Mason and one of tho 
most loyal workers in the Albion 
lodge. 
Politically, Dr. Green was a 


republican, but in 1912 he affiliated 
with the progressive party, returning 
to the republican party in 1016. Dr. 
Green was married to Miss Eva M. 
.Tones, of Fort Wayne, in 18SI. Mrs. 
Green and three children, Sarah Jane, 
William H. and John W., aurvice him.

Fleet's New One-Man Submarine 


But Somehow "Crazy Con- 


traption" Did Everything 
They Said It Wouldn't— 
Youthful Hero Guides 
Submersible on First Trip. 


(By Mark Larkin.) 


Los Angeles, Cal. 24.—This is the 


story of Billy Van Fleet, hero. 


His father is judge of the U. S. 


district court in San Francisco. Billy, 
however, is no way interested in law 
or courts. 
He is interested, instead, 


in sprockets and gears, and things 
with -wheels. 


At present Van Fleet's chief ob- 


ject of interest is1 the "one-man sub- 
-marine" which he and Milton J. 
•irumble, the inventor, have built. 


This submarine is a vest-pocket 


edition of the large sub-sea boats 
which all nations are now building: 
and operating. While a crew of many 
men is needed in divers of the larger 
type, the Trumble vessel responds to 
the control of one man. 


The tiny direr carries two torpedoes 
"ch of which is loaded with enough 
explosive to blow up the biggest bat- 
tleship afloat. 
It submerges in ten 


seconds and attains a speed under 
water of 20 miles per hour. 


When Trumble and Van Fleet fin- 


ished their first under-sea boat. go\'- 
ernment submarine experts came to 
look at It and promptly condemned 
it 


"The Idea of a dreamer!" they said. 


"It is impracticable and never will 
work: a waste of time and money." 


When the government men learned 


that Billy Van Fleet was actually go- 
ing to lock himself in "that crary 
contraption" and attempt to sink him- 
self to the botom of the Alamltos bay, 
where the testa were conducted, they 
took him aside and filled hls~ear with 
such cheerful encouragement as this: 


"Why, my boy. you might just as 


well take a eix-shooter and blow out 
your brains. It's suicide. You're go- 
ing to your doom. Don't be a fool. 
That ridiculous contrivance will never 
work. Don't thrown your life away 
In it." 


If you think this talk didn't scare 


Billy Van Fleet, you are wrong. Jt 
did. Why shouldn't it? The speakers 
were government men—Uncle Sam's 
submarine experts. 


But Billy Van Fleet had faith and

George Roos-Keppel, chi«f commis- 
sioner for the Northwest Frontier Pro- 
vince, they'are keeping open the Pel- 
war Kotal and Khyber passes, the 
gateways into Afghanistan, and are 
preventing the tribesmen of the in- i 
tervening territory from carrying into 
British India a warfare which might, 
have a strong bearing on the situation 
as a whole. 


When the war broke out there was 


considerable uneasiness among Brit- 
ish officials regarding the thousands 
of independent tribesmen, who are 
ever ready to make trouble, and who. 
if they should succeed in burying their 
tribal feuds and unite would present 
a serious menace. Numbers of Ger- 
man and Turkish emissaries had made 
their way into this independent region 
and had been busy trying to stir up 
the mountaineers to war, playing on 
the religious fanaticism of the latter. 
To a certain extent they were suc- 
cessful, for they created more or less 
unrest and aroused hopes of conquest 
which held dangerous potentialities. 


At this critical'juncture Sir George 


Roos-Keppel, who was then on pro- 
tracted leave of absence in England, 
returned to take charge of his pro- 
vince, which forms the buffer between 
the tribesmen and the rest of British 
India. As the result: of the measures 
which he instituted the situation Is 
said to have been got thoroughly in 


the Afrldi are friendly Is most impor- 
tant, as it prevents the tribes on either 
side of them from

against the British. 


The Mohmands, whose territory 


lies near Peshawar, have been gt\-ing 
considerable trouble, as have also the 
Mahsuda, far to the southwest, but 
it is not depredations by individual 
tribes that Is feared, as only a con- 
certed action by all of them would 
give cause for particular worry.

Indiana's reversal of political form in November last, with th 


democratic loss of both United States Senators and the bulk of thp 
house representation has served to render more or less acute the ques 
tion of dispensing federal patronage in this state—-who shall have tin 
final -word as to who frets a particular government job for -which a lo 
of good fellows—perhaps competent fellows, too—are clamoring 
Signs in Washington are shaping to saddle this responsibility on Vice 
President, Marshall. Regarding the situation the vice president if 
Quoted as say in;:: 


"If at any time 1 shall be requested to settle Indiana appointments I 


will agree to <lu so. although reluctantly, for if I assume the <lutv and re- 
sponsibility of settling appointments the task will be performed to the 
best of my ability with the view only of promoting the best interests of 
public servire and <;f the democratic party. I could not, if I had the dis- 
pensing patronage for 100 years, repay the personal kindness of democrats 
of Indiana, individually and collectively, to me. You can sec why I <lo not 
care for the job. It necessarily will involve refusals to personal friends, 
»nd I have always hated to say 'NV to a friend. If the democratic party 
U to return to power in Indiana, it must return as a party and not as an 
adjunct to any man. any especial interest or to any particular view. It 
must offer better things tu the people of Indiana than the republicans of- 
fer, and must appoint public serving officials in whom every democrat be- 
lieves, and who will not, lx> suspected of being just 'ray servant.'"

Present condition is 
beyond question due to pollution by a break somewhere that permits 
invasion of the supply by water that is polluted and unfit for human 
consumption. The duty of the city officials is clear. They must not 
temporize or indulge in experiments. Regardless of the cost and the 
inconvenience, the ymust find the source of trouble and remedy the 
conditions there. The health of the city is at stake.

"LEAKSriANYOF'EM 


So Has Every Other Govern- 


ment on Earth, Says 


Russell. 


(By Charles Edward Russell.) 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—My 


idea of a good racy' indoor sport is 
a committee that goes solemnly about 
looking for a news leak. 


It doesn't find anything, but it af- 


fords no end of amusement to the 
spectator, and pure, innocent amuse- 
ment is what the world Biost pants 
for these days. 


Leaks, why, they are commoner 


than green onions! There isn't a ship 
of state afloat that hasn't had thorn 
until it looked like a. sieve, and nobody 
has ever been able to tell where they 
come from or to caulk them so they 
would stay caulked. 


A few months ago another senate 


committee of the same kind was ap- 
pointed to make the same inquiry. 


The first committee didn't discover, 


and neither did the last nor all the 
other like committees in between, and 
yet the news of executive sessions con- 
tinued to "leak" just the same and 
does yet. 


There isn't a new president's cabinet 


that isn't perfectly well known in Wall 
street as fast as it is selected, no mat- 
ter what pains may be taken to keep 
everything dark. 
Three weeks be- 


fore Mr. Wilson took office Wall street 
learned whom he had picked for the 
treasury and. not liking the choice, 
was depressed. 
A few days later the 


first selection fell through, another 
was made that was more satisfactory, 
ahd up went the market like a bal- 
loon. 
| 


In spite of every attempt to main- 


tain the strictest secrecy the essen- 
tials of every president's message are 
perfectly well known before It Is de- 
livered. 
In the latter part of 1904 


some rumor monger started a story 
in Wall street that President Roose- 
velt's forthcoming message was to 
deal a heavy blow at trusts. To know 
exactly what it would say became a 
matter of vital importance. 
Presl-. 


dent Roosevelt had his message tight- 
ly locked up in his desk, but before 
it was delivered Wall street knew its 
essentials just the same. 


A historical "leak" at the census 


bureau a few years ago isn't likely 
soon to be forgotten in Washington. 
It was advance information about the 
government's crop Bulletin. 
Some- 


body got hold of that and played the 
markets, resulting in a horrible scan- 
dal and an indictment. 
As a result, 


the government's crop reports are 
now prepared in secret and in sections. 
On the day when they are put together 
nobody is allowed to enter or leave 
the bureau, and the telephone wirs are. 
cut off. When the totals are added 
in, the whole thing Is placed on a 
table, at a given signal the newspaper 
men are admitted at once and they 
rush away with copies to be hung on 
the wires. 


Ono of tjie most famous "leaks" oc- 


curred in Cleveland's second admin- 
istration and revealed the fact that 
government circles knew in advance 
about the Hawaiian revolution and 
that the sugar trust had a hand in It. 


Sometimes. 
thougli 
not 
often, 


the bureau, and the telephone wires ar» 
as a continuous business proposition, 
"leaks" have seemed to be organized 
For a long time a great New York bank: 
had a, desk and a representative in the 
treasury department to scoop up 
"leaks" concerning banks and bankers 
and other inside information. .It ob- 
jected vehemently when a new admin- 
istration threw its trough into thi' 
street. 


In 1895 and r896 "leaks" from the 


treasury department gave two big 
financial houses in New York inside 
information about coming bond Issues , 
on which they were supposed to hav« 
made million*. 
There was a loud 


howl about this, but no Investiga- 
tion. 


When Uncle Jerry FVUSK was secre- 


tary of agriculture, he used to «it out 
on old newspaper row in Washington 
and tell the correspondents everything 
that happened at cabinet meetings. 
This caused intense annoyance to tha 
administration but nobody quite dared 
to call Uncle Jerry down for it and 
for some time the newspapers had 
spicy and complete reports of every 
cabinet session until the president 
found means to choke oft a cracking 
good reporter. 


Other nations have plenty of trouble 


with leaks. While the Boer war was 
on the alleged manipulation of war 
news by eminent gentlemen on the 
inside, some of them very eminent, 
made a. scandal in England that made 
things 
totter. 
Somebody 
always 


seemed to be able to get the big news 
in advance and 
play the market in 


time to make a killing. At one time 
there was to be a leak investigation 
about this also, but It never amounted 
to anything, even an Indoor sport. 


If you rould convict on a moral cer- 


tainty there would probably be vastly 
more go and ginger to this amuse- 
ment. 
About nine men in ten that 


know the ropes In Washington have 
an over-supply of moral certainties 
about the present nituntlon. but you 
can't prove a leak that was and try- 
ing it would be like taking a match 
to find a leak in your gasoline tank.

If one were to meet Lloyd George 


un the street and glance at him casual- 
ly he might be taken for a prosperous, 
If rather carelessly attired merchant, 
or an earnest and absorbed physician 
pondering over some troublesome 
case, or a barrister briskly, approach- 
ing a knotty legal problem In the. 
courts. 


That impression would endure, only 


until one saw his face and caught the 
expression. 


We have all seen persons who re- 


mind us of animate and inanimate 
things, although no real resemblance 
exists. In talking with him and watch- 
ing him as he spoke, Lloyd George 
gave me two impressions—first, a 
searchlight; second, a Hon. 


There is something Leonine In his 


magnificent 
head with Its tawny 


mane. He has been in the past, slyly 
reminded that he needed a hair cut. 
I almost said "ridiculed," but no one 
in England ridicules or attempts to 
ridicule Lloyd George now. 


Interviewing Lloyd George Is a 


strenuous task. The room in which he 
receives you is long and narrow. In 
the center is a long table, flanked 
with carved chairs. 


It Is not recorded that anyone ever 


sat In one of those chairs during an 
Interview, for Lloyd George, while he 
talks, walks rather briskly, at times 
rapidly, back and forth. 


Ho walks solidly, firmly. 
That, I 


should say. Is the character of the 
man—solidity, decision, certninty and 
set purpose in every move and every 
act. His muscles betray or reflect his 
mental activities. 


As he walks the interviewer, on the 


opposite side of the long table, paces 
tip and down with him. 
His con- 


versation is like machine gun fire, 
sharp, fast and clear. 


He is, I believe, the most accurate 


and clearest talker to whom I ever 
listened. 
When he makes a point 


stronger than usual, for he makes a

full force to the. meaning of the sen- 
tence, and his choice of words Is as- 
tonishing. He uses a comparatively 
small vocabulary. 


Lloyd George does not hesitate to 


use forceful expressions if they add to 
what he has to say but does not drag 
in such expressions' for the purpose 
of dramatic climax. 


It -was during «uch an Interview that 


the searchlight simile came to me. His 
phrases seemed suddenly to 
stab 


through the darkness and light up 
something that had been hidden. 


He played that searchlight all over 


Europe, lighting dark places, and he 
levelled Its rays Into the future and 
toward the United States. 


Whether he is democratic or not 


depends upon what definition of the 
word we have In mind. He is carry- 
ing too heavy a burden to add any- 
thing In the way of forms, or ceremon- 
ials and probably his mind is too busy 
to consider form.or ceremony. If they 
stood in his path toward a desired end 
he would brush them aside.

On cold days the appetite Is keen 


for fats, sweets and starches. 
These 


are fuel foods or heat makers. 


Many persons take better care of 


the heating apparatus of their homes 
than they do of their own bodies. For 
Instance, they fall to dilute the heavy 
solid heat producing food with the 
necessary amount of bulky vegetables. 


AVhcn the vegetables are omitted 


from the diet, the body is robbed of 
the mineral supply upon which good 
health depends. Aud therefore, later 
In the spring some persons will feel 
the need of a tonic. For such medi- 
cine there would be no need whatever 
if ordinary cabbages, turnips, or other 
winter vegetables wore served regu- 
larly at this season. 


A'cgetablcs supply the body with 


mineral matter, which is commonly 
known as salts, or ash. It Is from 
this kind of material that the bones 
are built up. Ash also exists in the 
fluids of the body. It aids digestion 
and helps to eliminate waste. 


The mineral matter which the body 


requires is found In many foods, but 
one of its most valuable sources is in 
the root and bulb vegetables.

CABBAGE WITH FRIED APPLES: 


Boil one-half of a cabbage and chop it 
flne. Brown the cabbage In fat and 
season with salt and pepper. 
Roll 


rings of hard sour apples in flour and 
fry in deep fat. Heap the fried cab- 
bage in spoonfuls on a hot platter and 
place an applo ring on top of each 
mound. 


STUFFED BEETS: Boil beets of 


medium size one hour, or bake them 
four hours. Cut a thick slice from the 
stem end of each beet, and scoop out 
the center of the larger piece to make 
a shell. 
Mix the chopped pulp with 


chopped olives, pickles, cold hard 
boiled eggs, and season with salt, pep- 
per and butter. Fill the shells with 
this mixture, set the covers in place, 
heat in the oven, garnish with pars'- -y 
and slice of lemon. 


MASHED CARROTS: Scrape and 


slice the carrots and cook In naked 
water until tender. 
Drain and put 


through a vegetable press or a sieve. 
Set over flro and stir until the water 
has evaporated. 
Season with cream, 
or butter, salt and pepper.

The prune is the most perfect of the 


fruit foods. 
Like other dried fruits, 


prunes should be well soaked before 
they are stewed. Ten hours" soaking 
In cold water is seldom too much. The 
rule is to put them on to simmer be- 
fore the skins breaic. 
Sugar should 


be added to the water in which the 
prunes are soaked, 1101 after they are 
cooked. Simmer prunes in a covered 
kettle; never let them boil hard.

James P. Goodrich was served late 
yesterday with a notice by the attor- 
neys of Edwin M. Lee, whom the gov- 
ernor removed from the public utili- 
ties commission Monday, that Lee 
would not abide by the order "unless 
and until the validity of your action 
as governor be confirmed by the 
courts." 


Before serving notice on the gov- 


ernor Mr. Lee, accompanied by his 
attorneys, went to the offices of the 
commission and tendered his services 
to Chairman Thomas Duncan, and his 
services were declined. He presented 
a letter to the chalrman'ln which he 
stated that the decree or order of his 
removal "was entered without author- 
ity, arbitrarily, upon a pretended hear- 
ing on false and llbolous charges and 
I' therefore decline to recognize such 
pretended removal/* 


Chairman Duncan made a note on 


the back of the letter that he had 
received the governor's order of re- 
moval and added: 
"Wherefore said 


commission now declines to recognize 
said Edwin M. Lee as a member of 
the commission." 


Lee, 
after arranging some papers 


on his desk, left the state house ac- 
companied by his attorneys. 
It was 


reported that Lee's attorneys propose 
to get a mandamus to prevent "the 
state auditor paying Lee's salary to 
Lee's successor, who has not yet been 
named.

Last "Aloha" May Soon Be Sung 


for Famous Queen of Hawaiians 


Liliuokalani, Who Was Last 


Crowned Head of Pacific 
Islands, Suffering from 
What May Be Final Ill- 
ness. 


Honolulu, Jan. 24.—Queen Liliuo- 


kalani. former ruler of Hawaii and the 
last crowned head in the house of the 
Kamehamehas, is surfering from a 
serious illness in her home here. 


She Is now past 78 years and seems 


to be sinking under the infirmities of 
age. 


Liliuokalani was born in Honolulu 


on Sept. 2. 1838. Her life has been 
marked with many triumphs and many 
disappointments. Destiny forced her 
to ascend the throne of the Hawaiians 
and later compelled her to endure the 
loss of her royal rank and witness tho 
occupation of her country by people of 
another race. 


She became queen when her brother. 


King Kalakaua, dropped dead in a 
San Francisco hotel in 1891. In that 
same year her American husband. 
John Owen Dominis, governor of 
Oahu. died. She began her reign with 
all the pomp and regal ceremony due 
a royal person of Kamehameha. 


j 
Opposition to her i-ule was warred 


by the missionary party in the inlands. 
She fought fierce!/ to hold Hawaii for 
Hawaiians but her fight was futile. Her 
abdication was forced In 1S9S and the 
islands declared a republic. From then 
on and during the administration of 
President Cleveland she tried to regain 
the crown. She submitted when the 
United States annexed the islands in 
1898. 


After the republic advocates had 


won their victory, Liliuokalani was 
placed in the prison room of the lolani 
palace. With the threat of execution 
upon her she wrote the famous Ha- 
waiian song. "Aloha Oe." or "Farewell 
to You." now sung throughout the 
United States as one of the most beau- 
tiful of the quaint Hawaiian melodies. 


She was later freed and a sentence 


of flve years in prison and a flno of 
$6.000 was ne\-er carried out. 


After she realized that her campaign 


to regain the crown was useless, she 
began her life -work of good among 
her people and particularly among 
school children. 
She also took up 


writing, composing many of the Ha- 
waiian folk songs and melodies that 
are now having their time of general 
popularity. 
She wrote 
"Hawaii's 


Story." In which she recounts the 
various incidents of her life.

The companionship 
of friends and the comfort of Hawa- 
iian melodies have done much to make 
her days of old age happier.

Michigan Report Good Ar- 


gument for Allen Coun- 


ty as Well. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 24.-—The county 


jails of Michigan are full of cases of 
tuberculosis, according to the figures 
given by tho tuberculosis survey ex- 
perts who have just finished tabulat- 
ing figures compiled from their in- 
spection of ten county jails. 


In the ten jails they found that 27.8 


of the inmates either have the disease 
in a positive or auspicious form. Not 
a single one of these cases had been 
reported by anybody to the state 
board of health as is required by the 
state laws, nor did any of those af- 
flicted know they had the disease or 
were even suspicious of it. 


The inspection of the ten jails took 


In 162 inmates, all of whom were 
thoroughly examined. 
Of this num- 


ber eighteen were found to have the 
disease so decidedly that they were 
classed as "positive" cases; twenty- 
four were listed as "suspicious" cases, 
nine as "arrested" cases, while the 
diagnosis of 101 cases was decidedly 
'negative."

Commenting on the fact that none 


of those afflicted actually knew they 
had the disease. Dr. William De Kleine, 
the head of the survey, said: 


"The average county Jail inmate is 


not characterized by high intelligence. 
The hard-working laboring man, the 
professional man. the business man 
and people of that class seldom land 
in the county jail. 


"The first and obvious duty of each 


county, in view of the large number 
of cases discovered in the county jails, 
is to make its jail building absolutely 
safe so that the spread of the disease 
is not encouraged there. 


"A more general, but na less im- 


portant conclusion to be drawn is 
that it is high time for the people of 
the state, in mere self-protection, to 
take active measures against tuber- 
culosis among all classes of people. 
Only by reaching out to all classes 
can we hope to curb the disease ef- 
fectively. The vagrants and transients 
that populate the county jails this 
month will be 
out 
among ua next 


month. They are just the kind who 
are not likely to take pains to protect 
others against themselves. Who ever 
heard of a "vag" going to much trou- 
ble to use a sputum cup."

Berlin. 


Berlin, Jan. 24.—Enforced saving 


for youthful workers, which was in- 
stituted by the military authorities a 
few months ago as a check to extrava- 
gance and dissipation, has resulted, 
in greater Berlin alone, in a savins 
of more than a million and a half 
marks already. Of tnis sum, some- 


thing less than half n. million mark.s 
has been withdrawn rrom the savings 
banks by the workers, a third of whom 
have been able to convince the author- 
ities that they need the money for 
legitimate purposes. 


The investigations attendant upon 


such withdrawals show that the wages 
for youths now range from 20 to 70 
and more marks a week, averaging in 
the neighborhood of 30 odd marks a 
week. The amount or money tha has 
been laid aside, as well as the general 
satisfactory condition of the workers, 
convince tho authorities that the com- 
pulsory saving ordinance was an alto- 
gether wise move.
